The California Air Resources Board (ARB/Board) staff invites you to participate in our
second public workshop to discuss development of regulations for ocean-going ship
(OGV) main engines. As part of the Diesel Risk Reduction Plan and Goods Movement
Plan efforts, ARB staff is developing this regulation to reduce emissions of diesel
particulate matter, oxides of nitrogen, and oxides of sulfur emissions from OGV main
engines by limiting the sulfur content of the fuel used in such engines. The public
workshop will be held at the following time and location:

The purpose of this workshop is to discuss staff’s draft regulatory concepts, preliminary
estimates of the potential emission impacts, potential operational issues associated with
fuel switching, and the availability of lower sulfur marine distillate fuels. We will also
provide ARB’s perspective on recent United States Environmental Protection Agency
activities for category 3 engines and present a brief update on implementation of the
regulation limiting emissions from OGV auxiliary diesel engines and diesel-electric
engines.

Additionally, we encourage you to save the date for the next meeting of the Maritime Air
Quality Technical Working Group (Maritime Working Group), which is tentatively
scheduled for July 24, 2007, in Sacramento.
